EXAMINER'S STATEMENT FOR REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The Examiner reviewed the new IDS submitted by the Applicant as part of the 
2/20/04 Request for Continued Examination. This IDS included an English language 
translation of the Japanese Patent Laid-open Publication, HEI 4-357498A. The 
Examiner noted that this publication describes a cask that is similar to the one disclosed 
by Efferding in U.S. Patent 5,063,299. Applicant's claims in the 10/25/03 Amendment, 
which are same as the claims allowed in the instant Office Action, defines over said 
Japanese publication.
